Bimilar reaults aro shown when steam aud 
soiling ships are reckoned separately, 
Token by thomselves,: theso figures, would 
appear to show anything bat d depression 
in trade, which, it may be argued, is ‘only 
one more proof of the utter fallecionances 
of statistics unsupported hy other evidence. 
Amongst other information given by the 
return, that as'to tho savinga-bunk invest« 
ments of seamen will’ be fond interesting. 
Sailors appear to be growing less careless 
in money, mattors; fer thoir investments 
show an increase gven more than .propor- 
tionate to that of our mereanitilu. navy, In 
1870; for instance, the savings banks held 
£33,174 to tho credit of seamen ; whila in 
1882 this amount had as nearly as possible 
doubled, tho returas for that year being

In 
Juno 1883, defendant, at the request of Lo 
Wai Nam (Ho Atim’s agent), tha plaintiff 
and others advanced $5,400 to prevent the 
property boing-put to sale; $500-were nd- 
vanced by auother man, and $3,000 by 
Ho Hing Kwong, another capitalist, 
giving him a promissory nate. The $3,000 
wore handed over by. the lender to 
the defendant in Mr, Denny's outer oilice ; 
and then Lo Wai Naw tnd the dofendant 
wont into the inner office and paid the 
money to Mr. Dennys,. who at ones sent a 
cheque for the amuunt to Messrs. Sharp, 
Jubson and Stokes, the agents for the 
mortgagee, Tho cheyue, however, was re- 
turned, and the sale of the property pro- 
veeded with.

Several orphans, and other children loft 
in necessitous circumstances, lave’ been 
taken in, some free, and sume ata very low 
rato ; and this occasions a loss estimated at 
$100 per mouth. It is chiofly for the wak- 
ing up of this that public subscriptions are 
annually solicited, and the money thus 
subscribed is therefore purely charitahle.

THE RECENT CASE OF PIRAUY 
NEAR SINGAPORE, : 

At the Police Court at Singapore, on the 
22ud May, the examination of the prisoners 
charged with piracy and murder near Sin- 
gepore was commenced. Et will be reamem- 
bored that a Chiness tongkany, loaded with 
12 piculs pi rico, left Sinyapore on the 
night of the 4th May and anchored off Pulo 
| Sudong. . A€ day break on the Sth, aj 
| prahu, manned by six armed nen. stulo 
alongside the tongkang and boarded her. 


Une of the crew, a Chinese, says all ho 
knows is that he heard a noive, and saw 
two Malays, with drawn paranga standing 
overhim. He lifted np his hands ia sclé- 
defence, and the Malays hacked them off, 
fandent him in the  avat.and head." He 
remembered little c.uc, though he fancied 
he saw the pirates fling over the bodies of 
| two of his dead comrades. It iis clear that 
they murdered all of the crew. rive this 
Chinese, who wns terribly gushed absut 
the throat; and threw the bodies of three 
of them overboard. ‘The body of the fourth 
man, terribly badked, was subsequently 
brought to Singapore, and afterwards 
buried. Having murdered, as they sup- 

osed, the whole of the crew of tho tong- 

ang, the pirates proceeded to pily up tle 
bags of rice proparatory to taking them on 
board their prahu. Captain Davies, the 
well known piiot, happened at this tima to 
be coming along in hia steam launch to 
meet the S. S. Glengarry, and L. noticed 


J tat something ‘was ap’ with the tong- 


kang. Hv made for it, but tho pirates 
were too quick for him ; they yot into their 
prahu, and met him. Captain Davics saw 
that they intended, boarding hiza, aud they 
had their parangs ready for action, so he 
backed, and thea went ahead crashing into 
tha prahu, and sinking her. The pinties 
dived under ths steam Inunch, and then 
betook themselves to 2 small reef, where 
they. signalled apparently for assistance. 
Captain Davies went ov board tho Glen- 
yavry and. was telating: what had taken 
lace, ‘when: the officers saw threo large 
boats fall of Malays coming in their direc- 
tions and they thought with the object of 
attacking the steamer.’ ‘The captain and 
somé of the officers saluted them with a 
distharge of firdarnis, ang, according tv the 
story of an eyo witness, the prahus ‘went 
aff peacsably “without showing the least 
wish ‘to fight.’

GREAT ENGINEERING WORK: 

One of the great wonders of marine 
engineering is the ship canal through the 
Finland bay from 8. Petersburg to. Cron- 
stad, in Russia. The bay between the two 
cities is se shallow that formerly only vessuls 
of very light draftcould come to S¢. Petera- 
burg, and in consequence an enormous 
amount of lighterage was necessary, tho 
custof .which, some -§5,000,000 annually, 
becoming ‘aitoyether toa burdensome for 
the S:.. Petersburg trade.” Since the com- 
pletion of the canal mentioned, the largest 
vesse's employed in the Baltic trade can 
Teach St. Petersburg. Tho canal is sevon-

The Earthquake in Eugland. 
‘Bolow are appended somo interesting 
articutara of the recent earthquake in 
tn Nand, taken from a London daily :-~ 
‘The shock at Colchester was folt about 
9.20, turning people who hnd not already 
risen out of thoir beds, uuruoling houses, 
and splitting walls. . About 40. feat of the 
atone spire of the Congrogational, Church 
broke off, and fell with a lend ¢raah, partly 
into Lion-walk and partly on to the roof of 
the church. Many.vther buildings would 
indoubtedly have shared « similar fute if 
tho disturbance had lastod a second or two 
more: The shock commenced with a rum- 
bling sound, incrensing -in intensity for 
about 20 seconds, until it seemed us if the 
houses were coming down, and then sud- 
denly ceased, Theta peuple rashed to thoir 
doors in. alarm, fearing an explosion had 
occurred. The potico und tiro brigade as- 
sombled and went down tu the Gas-werks, 
‘but all was comparativoly safe there, ofly” 
alight damage having been sustained, ‘Tho

The Anchor Publichonse in genynon with 
the wholo of the houses facing th iyuay had 
also ita chimney stack-denmiolish¢d, Mrs. 
Hom, the landlady, states that she heard a 
loud rumbling noise at about 9,30, She 
thought it wag au explosion oa hoard a 
stenmboat, which had just been moored in 
the Colne, umd tovk no‘notive, but when 
gho saw upon lovking np the men on deck as 
usual, she looked elsawhere for the cause of 
the noiso. ‘Thon she heard the fall of bricks, 
and noxt a simashing of glass, and, luwking 
around, sho saw that a nuusber of bottles of 
spirits, femouade, &e., had fallen on the 
floor. The whole longth of the.rondway 
was strewn with masonry, some of it froin 
the parish church, Wyvenhoe all, the 
residenco of Mr. Jacksun, sustuined great 
damage: Nearly the whole of the chinney- 
stacks wera hurled down, and the wholy of 
tho wpper_ rooms of the large house except 
one wore damaged hy the falling brickwork, 
Tn one bedroom about two tons of brickwork 
fell into a bath in whichu few moments 
previously a, child nid, From hig previous 
expericnce of ‘those visitations abroad Mr. 
Jackson says he comes to the conclusion 
that the wave went from cast to west, as ull 
the clocks whose penduluus were swinging 
from north to south were stupped, while 
those swinging from east to west were nob. 
Brawincuas:—The earthquake was dis- 


tinctly felt in Birmingham, At the Central ‘ 


Restaurant, Corpuration-street, and at other: 
aces, glasses were shuken off the shelves. 
Persons’ at the Court Restaurant, in the 
same atrect, were also much alarmed, the 
imprestion being that the building was 
giving away.

One gentleman states that he 
waa in bed at the time, and for two seconds 
the bedstead swayed about so much that he 
was alarmed, and was about to get out 
when the oscillation ceased. A resident of 
the north side of the river states that the 
vibration ‘was accompanied by m rambling 
sound like the passing of o hoavy waggon.

Peldun was moved upon its foundation for a 
space of six inches, not. laterally, but as if 
it had been taken anid partially turned 
round, . At the sclicolhouse at West Mersea 
the children, 140 in number, had a natrow 
csuape, the building being partially unreot- 
od, the falling bricks aud tiles ercating the 
utmost terror-among them ; but the master 
with grent presence of mind, ran to the dvor 
ng they crowded out and commanded them 
to return to their seats until they «ould 
leave the building in an orderly manner. 
It is satisfactory tu note that, with the ex- 
ception of tho fatality at Row Hedge, no 
lives have been Jost in this remarkable oc- 
eurrence, which, considering the bomensity 
of the destruetion to properly, is remarkable 
tu a degree.
